Vietnam and the Viet Cong could begin 
Monday if the conditions are met.

Obote took refuge in Tanzania, whose 
president had refused to recognize 
Amin. 
Hostilities between the two countries 
reached flashpoint last 
September, 
when Uganda claimed that an 8,500- 
strong invasion force made up of Obote 
supporters launched an attack on their 
homeland from Tanzania. 
Uganda also charged that Tanzania 
had arm ed and equipped that force and 
that it enjoyed the full support of the 
Tanzanian government.

now costs too much for practical use in 
staving off m an’s sneezes and sniffles. 
A Stanford University scientist and 
three British researchers reported they 
tested the substance, called Interferon, 
on human volunteers in Britain. 
The A m erican, Dr. T hom as C. 
Merigan, noted that Interferon has 
been used in Russia and Finland and 
even is available over the counter in 
small quantities in the Soviet Union. 


"It is a feasible approach,’’ Merigan, 
chief of the division of infectious 
diseases at Stanford Medical School, 
said of Interferon’s ability to prevent 
colds. 
"But whether it becomes practical 
depends on whether we can gam more 
production and m ake it economically 
or get other means of application.’’ 


An effective dose of Interferon costs 
several thousand dollars to produce by 
present methods, Merigan and his Brit­ 
ish colleagues reported in the current 
issue of Lancet, a British medical 
journal. 


They 
described 
Interferon 
as a 
protein derived from white blood cells 
infected by viruses. They said the in­ 
fected cells secrete a substance that 
interferes with — or prevents — viral 
infection of other cells. 


M erigan and the th ree B ritish 
researchers — Drs. Sylvia E. Reed, 
Thomas S. Hall and David A. J. Tyrrell 
— said they tested the substance at 
H arv ard H ospital, S alisb u ry , Wil­ 
tshire, England. 
Although "years and years" away 
from

application, 
the 
substance could become useful in the 
future with simplified administration 
methods 
and 
improved 
production 
techniques, possibly even laboratory 
synthesis, Merigan said.

M ost officials agree alcohol 
worst U.S. drug problem

A federal commission report listed 
alcohol as the nation’s No. I drug 
problem and an

ment shows widespread agreem ent— 
but only about alcohol. 
"You can buy it and not have to steal 
a TV set every day,” said Dr. George 
Gay, an official at Haight Asbury Free 
Medical Clinic in San Francisco. "F a r 
and away ifs the most dangerous drug 
we have.” 
"I think they’re putting the narcotics 
addiction problem 
into perspective 
quantitatively 
and 
qualitatively 
— 
namelv that heroin is not the No. I 
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problem,” said Dr. Robert Newman, 
assistant commissioner for New’ York 
City addiction programs. 
The 
N ational 
Com m ission 
on 
Marijuana 
and Drug 
Abuse rated 
alcohol the No. I drug problem in a 482- 
page report issued Thursday. 
The report also said government 
efforts might be perpetuating drug use 
rather than discouraging it, urged 
creation of a new antidrug agency, said 
public notions about drug use are 
largely wrong and reaffirmed its year- 
old recommendation to end criminal 
penalties for m arijuana usage. 
The report is the result of a two-year 
study; the reaction to its findings on 
drugs other than alcohol was more 
varied: 
David Both of Cleveland’s Free 
Clinic was "surprised to see they stood 
firm with their beliefs. I thought they’d 
try to make it look ... not so radical.” 
But Roth said he’s pessimistic about 
the commission’s 
recommendations 
having any effect in view of President 
Nixon’s call for tougher drug laws.

A U.S. demand 
that North Vietnam provide a list of 
these prisoners and the time and place 
they would be released had delayed the 
release of the last group of American 
prisoners in Vietnam, which initially 
had been planned to begin today and 
end Sunday. 
The Viet Cong proposal m ade the 
prisoner release contingent on these 
demands: 
1. The last phase of the withdrawal of 
American forces shall begin on Mon­ 
day, the day the United States begins to 
receive its prisoners. The prisoner 
repatriation and the withdrawal of 
American forces should be completed 
by Wednesday. 
2. The 825 American military per­ 
sonnel attached to the U.S. delegation 
to the fo u r-p arty Joint 
M ilitary 
Commission should be withdrawn by 8 
a.m. Saigon time, Thursday, March 29. 
3. The 159 Marines attached to the 
U.S. Em bassy staff as guards must be 
• withdrawn. 
4. After 8 a m. Thursday, the only 
U.S. military team in Vietnam will be 
one c h a rg ed with accounting for 
Americans listed as missing in action 
in North and South Vietnam.

Report babies 
were subjected 
to experim ents 


BOSTON (AH) — The Boston Globe 
says a University of Texas research 
team deprived 17 infants of a food 
su b stan ce 
esse n tial 
for 
their 
development in an experiment con­ 
ducted in 1956-57. 
In a story in today’s editions, the 
Globe said the researchers deprived 
the infants for up to 13 weeks of linoleic 
acid, a fatty substance contained in 
mother’s milk, even though they knew 
a diet without this food had produced 
skin breakdown, "m arked emaciation” 
and possible dam age to the brain or 
spinal chord in animals. 
The study, published in 1959, was sent 
to Sen. Edward M. Kennedy, D-Mass., 
by Dr. Alvin F. Poussaint of Harvard 
Medical School, the Globe said. 
Poussaint told Kennedy in a covering 
letter that he hoped the material would 
serve as "documentation that will en­ 
able you to gain the support for 
legislation that involves human sub­ 
jects in research.”

COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P)— Gov. John 
J. 
Gilligan’s

Friday that it was unbecoming of the 
lieutenant governor to accuse Gilligan 
of breaking the law. 
Robert Tenenbaum 
said 
Gilligan 
would have no comment on John 
Brown’s accusations that the governor 
ignored Ohio law and is costing Ohio 
taxpayers $250,000 by having a safety 
slogan painted on 1973 license plates. 
Brown, a Republican, said the slogan 
"Seat Belts F astened?” caused about 
25 per cent of the plates to warp and 
made painting them difficult. He said 
at 10*2 cents a plate, the governor 
wasted a quarter of a million dollars. 
He said Ohio law specifically states 
what can appear on license plates, and 
slogans are 
not on 
the list. 


WASHINGTON (AP) — In an ap­ 
parent strategy move, Senate sup­ 
porters of L. Patrick Gray III have put 
hearings on his nomination to be FBI 
director into a week of limbo to gauge 
administration support. 
The move came as the White House 
said 
once 
again 
it 
supports 
his 
nomination. 
A Senate Ju d ic ia ry C om m ittee 
spokesm an F rid a y said th a t the 
hearings will not be resumed before the 
week after next. 
Indications were that G ray’s sup­ 
porters are waiting for a signal on 
whether the administration was going 
"to put some muscle” into seeking 
votes for Gray or was washing its 
hands of him. 
But at the Florida White House, an 
administration spokesman said there is 
no intention to withdraw the nomi­ 
nation. 
"The President has submitted Mr. 
G ray’s 
nomination. 
The 
President 
supports that nomination,” he said. 
Gray, acting FBI director since last 
May, has testified he has not lobbied 
senators outside the hearing for votes 
in his behalf and had turned down of­ 
fers from friends to try to help him. 
He said he had "to sit here in this pit” 


and try through his testimony to 
convince committee m em bers 
and 
other senators they should support his 
nomination to succeed the late J. 
Edgar Hoover. 
At the outset, G ray’s chances of 
winning confirmation looked good, with 
Sen. Robert C. Byrd of West Virginia, 
the assistant Democratic leader, the 
only senator who openly opposed his 
appointment. 
But after the hearings began to 
center on the F B I’s investigation of the 
Watergate case, even supporters of the 
nomination said the outcome would be 
doubtful. 
It was during the hearings Thursday 
that Gray 
said it was 
"probably 
correct” that White House counsel 
John W. Dean III had lied to FBI agents 
last June during its investigation of the 
W atergate case. 
Byrd had asked Gray if Dean had not 
lied in telling an agent that he would 
have to check on whether E. Howard 
Hunt, one of the Watergate defendants, 
had an office in the White House 
executive offices. 
The White House Friday said that 
any claim that Dean had lied was 
" re p re h e n sib le , unfortunate, unfair 
and incorrect.”

WASHINGTON 
(AP) — The six 
Watergate conspirators still awaiting 
sentencing are under new pressure to 
tell what they know about the bugging 
of Democratic party headquarters and 
other political espionage. 
J a m e s W. 
McCord J r ., fo rm er 
security chief of President Nixon’s re­ 
election co m m ittee, said he will 
disclose new facts to the trial judge 
next week in hopes for a lighter sen­ 
tence. 
McCord charged there was perjury 
in the trial where he was convicted with 
G. Gordon Biddy, a top Nixon cam ­ 
paign official, and political pressure 
was brought on the defendants “ to 
plead guilty and remain silent.” 
Biddy was sentenced Friday by Chief 


U.S. District Court Judge John J. Sirica 
to a prison term of 6 to 20 years. Mc­ 
Cord’s sentencing was delayed for one 
week. The final sentence for the others 
will be imposed after three months in 
which they can testify before a grand 
jury and Senate investigators.

"I recommend your lull cooperation 
with the grand jury and the Senate 
Select Committee,” Sirica told the five 
defendants w'ho pleaded guilty at the 
start of the W atergate trial.

"You must understand that I hold out 
no promises or hopes of any kind to you 


in this matter, but I do say that should 
you decide to speak freely, I would 
have to weigh that factor in appraising 


what sentence will be finally imposed 
in each case." 
The five are E. Howard Hunt, a 
former CIA agent and White House 
co n su ltan t; 
B e rn a rd 
L. 
B arker, 
Eugenio Ii. Martinez, Frank A. Sturgis 
and Virgilio Ii. Gonzalez. Hunt lives in 
the Washington area, the others are 
from Miami. 
"None of you have been willing to 
give the government or other ap­ 
propriate authorities any substantial 
help in trying this case or in in­ 
vestigating the activities which were 
the subject of this case,” the judge 
said. 
Sirica accepted McCord’s offer to 
talk privately, m ade in a letter he 
hand-delivered Monday, but on the 


basis he will be free to make it public. 
The statem ent will be taken in closed 
court sometime next week. 
McCord was convicted on 
eight 
counts of conspiracy, burglary and 
wiretapping 
and 
faces 
a 
possible 
maximum sentence of 60 years and a 
$60,(KH) fine. Biddy was convicted on all 
six counts he was charged with. 
Hunt’s six counts carry a maximum 
50 years imprisonment and $40,000. The 
others, guilty of seven counts, could be 
sentenced to a maximum 55 years and 
$50,000. 
All except McCord, who is free on 
$100,000 surety bond, are being held in 
the District of Columbia jail— available 
to the grand jury which continues its 
investigation next w'eek. 


DAYTON, Ohio (AP) — Repatriated 
prisoner of war Jam es H. Easier, who 
said he 
refused to 
meet 
antiwar 
demonstrators in Hanoi despite being 
tortured, Friday branded draft dodgers 
as "cowards and m alcontents.” 
The 46-year-old Air Force colonel 
from Indianapolis told newsmen that 
perhaps 5 per cent of the evaders had 
valid reasons. 
"The remaining 95 per cent are 
cowards and malcontents just as in any 
other w ar,” he said at a news con­ 
ference held at Wright-Patterson Air 
Force Base prior to his departure for 
home. 
Easier said POWS were tortured to 
force antiwar statem ents from them as 
early as the spring of 1967 offensive. He 
didn't go into details but referred to the 
treatment of prisioners by the North 
Vietnamese as "barbarous." 
Easier said he felt the North Viet­ 
namese 
were deluded 
by 
antiwar 
statem ents into thinking time was on 
their side and that Am erica’s will to 
pursue the war was waning. 
"You wouldn’t believe the impact it 
(the antiwar movement) had on the 
North Vietnamese.” 
lie said there may have been fac­ 
tional opinions among prisoners on war 
policy, but 95 per cent of the prisoners 
supported President Nixon. 
Easier indicated a belief that the

He wants to continue flying and to 
command a fighter wing, Easier said. 
He plans to go to the Air Force War 
College in Montgomery, Ala.

Late harvest causes change 
in need for spring tillage 


COLUMBUS - As the 1973 planting 
season approaches, commercial far­ 
mers in Ohio may find that the tillage 
needed prior to planting 
is con­ 
siderably different than it has been for 
past years. The late harvest in 1972 and 
1973' resulted in little fall tillage, 
although some farm ers tilled part of 
their soil during the winter. 
According to Samuel W. Bone, Ex­ 
tension agronomist at the Ohio State 
University, producers need to consider 
two things as they select their tillage 
systems for the 1973 planting season. 
The first is soil tillage as it affects 
yields, or crop response, and the time 
required for tillage and planting. The 
second is the environmental effect of 
the tillage. 
On some soils, 
tillage prior to 
planting may leave bare soil surfaces 
exposed throughout the growing 
season. As a result, if the infiltration 
rate of this soil is not adequate for the 
rainfall to move into the soil, erosion in 
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the form of soil movement may occur. 
Date of planting greatly affects yield 
for both corn and soybeans. Delay in 
planting past the optimum date will 
seriously reduce the potential yield of 
the crop. Therefore, the tillage system 
selected must be one that allows 
planting the crop at the proper time. 
Those soils throughout the state that 
have drainage problems and are fine- 
textured will require some tillage prior 
to planting, if corn is to be grown. This 
normally will consist of plowing during 
the fall or winter, followed by some 
preparation prior to planting in the 
spring. 
For those soils that are fine-textured 
and poorly drained, the option to plow 
should be continued through March. 
Plowing later than the end of March 
may result in plowing at undesirable 
moisture contents and cause problems 
in seedbed preparations 
and 
late 
planting. 
During April, the specialist explains, 
the tillage option should be one that t ills 
the soil only to a depth that ss dry 
enough to be worked prior to planting. 
This decreased tillage may not work as 
well with a conventional planter as it 
will with no-tillage equipment. There 
may be residue on the surface through 
which the planter must cut. Some 
additional tillage in the row where the 
seed is to be placed is also desirable. 
Conventional planters will not do this 
satisfactorily; however, no-tillage 
equipment will. 
Light-colored, medium-textured soils 
that have good drainage will respond to 
decreased tillage for corn production. 
On these soils, the best water control 
management throughout the growing 
season is adequate surface cover (rf af 
least 80 per cent or residue. This 
residue can be from sod or other 
previous crops. If drainage — either 
natural or improved — is adequate on 
light-colored, medium-textured soils, 
tillage prior to planting is unnecessary. 
On fields that contain both dark-and 
light-colored soils, some tillage is 
desirable on the dark soils prior to 
planting; however, the light soils can 
be 
planted satisfactorily 
with no­ 
tillage. On such fields, a satisfactory 
method is to chisel to plow depth prior 
to planting.

the light-colored soil. 
It will also 
provide coarseness of the soil surface 
to prevent crusting and allow for water 
m ovement in the soil. Following 
chiseling. Bone suggests, it is ex­ 
tremely important to use a planter that 
does some tillage in the row to make 
sure adequate seed-soil contact takes 
place at planting.

PCA loans 
$1 billion 


Production Credit 
A ssociations 
(PCAs) in the Fourth Farm Credit 
District reached $1 billion in loans 
outstanding to farmers on March 12. 
By reaching the one-billion dollar 


mark, PCAs in Kentucky, Tennessee, 
Indiana and Ohio have set a national 
achievem ent record. Cum ulatively 
they rank as national volume leaders in 
the 
extension 
of 
short 
and 
in­ 
termediate-term credit to farm ers. As 
part of the nation-wide Farm Credit 
System, Fourth District PCAs make 
loans to farm ers and part-time far­ 
mers for such needs as equipment, 
livestock, 
feed, 
seed, 
fertilizer, 
educational purposes and much more. 
The funds loaned by Production 
Credit Associations are obtained on the 
investment m arkets of the nation. The 
Federal Intermediate Credit Bank of 
Louisville (FICB) is responsible for 
procuring these funds needed by PCAs. 


The bank works with a New York- 
based fiscal agent to corordinate the 
sale of bonds on the open money 
market.

COLUMBUS - As spring ap­ 
proaches and temperatures begin to 
rise, better have a look at grain in your 
storage bins. This is a critical period 
for stored grain if it has undergone 
much “moisture migration” during 
autumn or early winter. 
Moisture migration is the gradual 
movement of part of the moisture in 
grain into one location in the grain 
mass, according to Floyd L. Herum, 
agricultural engineer at the Ohio State 
University. The moisture, content of 
grain throughout much of the bin may 
drop by one half per cent. This 
moisture collects in one location, 
usually the upper surface at the center 
of the bin, raising the moisture content 
of that grain to 25 per cent or more. 
“Since the moisture accumulates at 
the surface, it’s easy to check. If you 
can walk on the grain without sinking 
in, or if ifs becoming discolored or has 
the distinctive smell of spoiling grain, 
there is a moisture problem,” the 
engineer points out. lf the grain was 
dry when stored, accumulation must 
have 
been 
caused 
by 
moisture 
migration, assuming no water or snow 
leaked in from the outside. 
Moisture migration is caused in the 
fall when outside temperatures are 
lower than the grain temperature. Air 
in grain near the bin wall is cooler, and 
heavier, than at the center. As this cool 
air moves slowly downward near the 
walls and up the center, it comes in 
contact with the cold grain at the top of 
the bin. At this point some of its 
moisture condenses on the grain. 
If this 
condensation 
occurs 
for 
several months, a wet spot may 
develop and spoil the layer of grain at 
the middle of the top surface. Although 
this spoilage is not likely to occur in 
bins with less than a 3,000 bushel 
capacity, the seriousness of moisture 
migration increases as bins get larger, 
especially as grain gets deeper. Large 
grain 
elevators customarily 
use 
aeration 
equipment 
to 
control 
moisture. 
Very little migration is occuring now 
because the grain and outside tem­ 
peratures should be about the same. 
But, if much moisture migration has 
occurred, spoiling grain may be found 
now and serious trouble can be ex­ 
pected as spring approaches and the 
grain begins to warm up, says Herum. 
If a wet spot is found in a bin, action 
should be taken right away. The grain 
can be turned, mixed together if not 
spoiled badly, or removed and fed or 
disposed of. If the grain is wet but not 
spoiled, more time can be taken but the 
same choices will have to be made 
within a few weeks. 
M old is found 
in stored corn

When did you take the last look at 
your 1972 com crop? Was it back in 
January when you finished picking or 
shelling the crop? If so, you may have 
some problems which you hadn’t ex­ 
pected. 
I have checked several large ear 
corn cribs recently, and find they are 
still carrying 23 to 25 per cent moisture 
and are starting to go out of condition. 
The high grain moisture, along with the 
unseasonably high temperatures of 
early March, were causing the corn to 
mold. 
The same thing can happen in shelled 
corn bins if it is not managed properly. 
Moisture migration can take place in 
shelled corn with changes in outside 
temperature, and cause pockets of 
mold to develop. 
If you haven’t looked lately, right 
now would be a good time to check that 
corn you have in storage. 
H o g prices increase 


Hog prices have climbed higher than 
anyone expected six months ago. Now 
farmere and others interested in the 
hog business are asking about the 
causes of the record prices, and about 
the next cyclical downswing of prices. 
There are, of course, several reasons 
for the high prices of hogs. The 
foremost one is that marketings of hogs 
have been on a decreasing trend for 
nearly two years. Furthermore, this is 
likely to be the sixth consecutive 
quarter in which hog slaughter has 
been less than one year earlier. Recent 
slaughter levels were around 15 per 
cent lower than those of two years ago. 


Moisture migration can occur even 
in grain adquately dried when stored, 
according to Herum. “We have ob 
served migration problems in shelled 
com drier than 12 per cent.” Factors 
such as initial grain temperature, bin 
size and shape appear to have greater 
influence. 
If you have persistant moisture 
migration year after year, you might 
consider installation of aeration 
equipment similar to the type used by 


large grain elevators and terminals. 
Aeration keeps grain temperatures 
close to those outside and counteracts 
the warm air currents carrying the 
moisture. 
Herum recommends a quick check 
on each bin every two or three weeks 
from fall to spring Migration problems 
aren’t too difficult to handle once they 
are found, but putting them off can 
prove to be very costly, he points out.

WASHINGTON CALLING . . . by Marquis Childs 
Bruce appointm ent to China hailed 


WASHINGTON — In an era when 
ambassadorial posts go on the auction 
block to the highest bidder the ap­ 
pointment of David K. E. Bruce to be 
chief of the American mission in 
Peking is evidence that quality and 
ability still count. President Nixon 
could not have made a better choice for 
this newest phase of the opening to a 
world so long closed. 
The Chinese will take the Bruce 
appointment as the tribute that it is to 
their place in shaping the last decades 
of the 20th Century. While he will be 
chief of delegation rather than am ­ 
bassador. this will be of small moment 
in the close relationship he is sure to 
establish with Premier Chou En-Lai, 
whose fluent French will mean a 
common working language with Bruce. 
For all his years abroad in the 
highest reaches of diplomacy in Paris, 
Bonn and London and the tributes that 
have come to him, one important at­ 
tribute has been unmistakable. He is 
an American with no question of 
identity. This is not in any aggressive 
sense of the American abroad in an 
earlier day determined to prove his 
Americanism. 
One of the most cultivated of men in 
history, literature, the arts, there is 
nothing of the pseudo-sophisticate 
about the man who at 75 has now been 
called back to service. Part of his 
Americanism is his sense of humor, his 
chuckling low-keyed laughter. 
The 
pompous and the pretentious are put in 
their place by this urbane gentleman 
who might have pursued a career as a 
philosopher if he had not entered the 
diplomatic serv ice nearly 50 years ago. 


A SMALL IRONY in his appointment 
is the place that he and his beautiful 
wife, Evangeline, hold in what has 
been scornfully called the limousine 
liberal set of Georgetown. In the 
handsome drawing room of their 
Georgetown house they have assem­ 
bled the widest range of guests from 
government, the diplomatic corps, 
writers and intellectuals. No arbitrary 
canon, but the broad spectrum of their 
interests has set the tone. 
It is sometimes said that in the era of 
instant telephonic contact between 
heads of state an ambassador makes 
no difference. Bruce’s career, which 
came to an end with his resignation as 
ambassador to Britain in 1969, refutes 
that easy generalization. He has 
represented his country with distinc­ 
tion and with discreet counsel to of­ 
ficials in the capitals where he has 
served. 
His appointment should hearten the 
professional career service in the 
Department of State demoralized by 
the appointment of so many big 
campaign check writers. While there 
are few Bruces, many able career men 
are resigning because the top posts are 
being handed out as political rewards. 


ANOTHER ambassadorship at least 
as important as Peking is presently 
unfilled. Jacob D. Beam, an able 
career officer who was ambassador to 
Moscow for four years, has just 
resigned. In view of the obstacles in the 
way of the trade agreement signed last 
year and the long string of other 
agreem ents 
being 
im plem ented, 
Moscow is more vital than ever before 


to the Nixon-Kissinger generation of 
peace. 
One 
proposal 
is 
for a 
leading 
American businessman who would 
hold the ambassadorship for a year or 
so and then give way to a career of­ 
ficer. A lot can be said for this. There 
are instances where the outsider with 
special capabilities should have 
precedence over a career appointment. 
But this does not cover the blanketing 
in of so-called ambassadors merely on 
the criterion of big money. We have 
seen minor disasters aplenty in this 
category. 


FOLLOWING 
the 
devastation 
wreaked by Joe McCarthy in the ’50s 
with the blasting of virtually all the 
State Department’s China specialists, 
a new generation of Sinologists has 
come up. 
Two, Alfred Ie S. Jenkins and John 
Holdridge, will head the backup team 
for Bruce in Peking. They speak 
Chinese fluently and Holdridge, on 
Henry Kissinger’s staff, has made all 
the trips to China that opened the way 
to the liaison mission. 
At about the same time that Bruce 
goes to Peking in early May the 
Chinese will send a representative with 
ambassadorial rank to Washington to 
head the liaison here. With ordinary 
luck these should further the opening to 
the East that has been one of the 
achievements of the Nixon Admin­ 
istration. 
The United States in 1950, after the 
overthrow of Chiang Kai-shek, decided 
to pretend that mainland China did not 
exist. We have seen an extraordinary 
transition to reality.

TV gold under city streets? 


Has cable TV come along iust too late 
to save New York's Mayor John Lind­ 
say? 
In a recent swansong utterance, 
Handsome John warned city govern­ 
m ents 
everyw here 
against 
the 
pretensions of the Federal Communi­ 
cations Commission to seize the “urban 
oil wells." or the “gold," represented 
by coaxial cable TV channels under the 
city streets. In two frustrated terms, 
Lindsay never did manage to get his 
hands on enough oil or gold to carry out 
the welfare missions that are so dear to 
every municipal liberal’s heart. 
Lindsay's feeling is that the cities 
should do their own cable TV fran­ 
chising 
without 
W ashington 
in­ 
terference. But Dean B urch, the 
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chairman of the FCC, considers that 
City Hall politicians, seeking new 
resources (rf revenue, might tend to be 
altogether too hoggish in exacting 
franchise fees. The business of laying 
TV is "capital intensive,” and Burch 
thinks that anything over a 5 per cent 
city tax on gross cable income would 
tend to choke the growth of a new' and 
promising industry. 
Burch could be right in his fears, but 
if the Nixon government really means 
business about restoring responsibility 
to the local communities why shouldn’t 
they be permitted to solve their own 
problems by trial and error? 


BE THAT as it may, some cities 
already are taking Lindsay at his word 
that there is gold in the coaxial cable. 
After all, it can put 30 and more 
channels into a single conduit, w'hich 
represents a lot of communication 
mileage. 
Newark, N. J., for instance, is one 
community that is hungry to be in on a 
TV revolution. The city fathers of 
Newark had a deal with the big 
Teleprompter company on cable TV 
installations.

Newark is asking 5 per cent 
of the gross fees paid for cable TV plug­ 
ins, v'ith 2 per cent going to public 
access — or “ pure democracy” — 
support.

homes in the U. S. With its clear vision, 
it has all sorts of promise, not the least 
of which is the possibility that it will 
enable minority groups everywhere to 
have their say to as many people as 
may care to listen to them. I have been 
telling journalism students to get ready 
for the day when every little com­ 
munity will have room for its local 
news commentator. 
Seeking to coin their own “oil wells,” 
Boulder, Colo., Memphis and Knoxville 
in Tennessee, Birmingham, Ala., and 
louisville, Ky. are all entertaining 
cable TV bids. Louisville and Bir­ 
mingham each has 13 applicants. 


THE WILDER DREAM S of the cable 
TV proponents involve cross-country 
hookups utilizing satellites. There is 
cu rren tly a satellite in C anada. 
Combined 
with 
pay-TV 
(which 
operates on 
fees for 
individual 
programs), the use of satellites could 
bring a vast variety of program s to 
people 3,OOO miles apart. The inevitable 
restrict ion ists have already reared 
their ugly heads, seeking to prevent the 
widest sort of capitalization of cable TV 
promise. 
In Connecticut, a state represen­ 
tative is drafting legislation that would 
prohibit cable TV operators from 
charging additional fees for special 
programming. For 20 years Zenith 
Radio has been hamstrung by the 
negativists in its efforts to provide pay- 
TV over the existing airwave spec­ 
trum. 
This has been the grossest sort of 
imposition in a free enterprise country, 
and it would be a shame to see the same 
error repeated as cable TV drives its 
bargains with cities to get its cables 
laid and its 30-channel choices into 
thousands of homes.

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The choice of David K. E. Bruce to 
head the United States liaison office 
when it opens in Peking in a wise one 
on several counts. Above all he is, as 
the President described him, “a 
man of great stature” in the foreign 
service. That is of particular im­ 
portance in this sensitive post. 
Bruce has had long experience, 
and 
enjoys 
a 
well 
deserved 
reputation for skill in diplomacy. 
The fact that he is a Democrat lends 
a desirable aura of bipartisanship to 
the appointment. Even his rather 
advanced age of 75, which might be

The oil com ­ 
panies have been warning us about it 
for three y ea rs.”

2 scientists 
predicting 


earthquake 


MENLO PARK, Calif. (AP) - Two 
government scientists have forecast 
the strength, exact location and ap­ 
proxim ate tim e of an earthquake. 
Dr. Robert Wesson and Dr. William 
Ellsworth of the National Center for 
Earthquake Research said Thursday 
they are predicting a m oderate quake 
w ithin 
“ sev e ral 
m o n th s” 
n ear 
H ollister, C alif, about 
IOO m iles 
southeast of San Francisco. 
“ If this prediction is fulfilled, it will 
be an im portant step toward more 
m eaningful p red ictio n , although a 
great deal m ore understanding needs 
to be gained about the generation of 
earthquakes,” Wesson, 29, said. 
“ We’ve m ade a limited type of 
prediction in a place called Bear 
V alley ,” n ear H o llister, th e U.S. 
Geological Survey scientist said. 
The c e n te r’s chief, Dr. 
R obert 
Wallace, said the predicted quake 
would occur a little over four miles 
deep, would be felt as a sharp jolt 
above ground, but would not cause 
dam age. 
Wesson said a quake never before 
had been forecast from only physical 
evidence. “ We decided to stick our 
neck out,” he said, “ because the ob­ 
served physical evidence was so out­ 
stan d in g 
and 
su g g e stiv e .” 
The 
prediction is “ unique” since it was 
formulated on the basis of physical 
events instead of statistics, Wesson 
said.

WASHINGTON — Arising out of the 
V ietnam peace settlem en t is the 
c o n tro v e rsial question 
of re c o n ­ 
struction aid to North Vietnam. 
While discussion of such aid is not 
particularly new and dates back as far 
as 1965 when a one billion dollar figure 
was quoted, the amount suggested now 
centers around 71% billion dollars for all 
of Indochina, with roughly 2Vfe billion 
dollars earm arked for North Vietnam. 
I am adam antly opposed to spending 
over our dwindling federal funds for 
this purpose. The American taxpayer 
simply cannot afford it. Furtherm ore, I 
fail to see where any such expenditures 
will 
purchase a 
firm er 
peace 
in 
Southeast 
Asia 
or lessen 
our 
in­ 
volvement in the conflict. 
Here in America, we are w arring 
with inflation to the point that the 
President 
might 
possibly 
have 
to 
consider price controls on food and has 
already m ade drastic cuts in many 
domestic program s. Time and time 
again, the American taxpayer has 
invested literally billions of dollars into 
foreign aid and, tim e and tim e again, 
the returns in international goodwill 
and 
actual 
accom plishm ents 
have 
failed m iserably or, at best, fallen far 
short of their intended purpose. 
Indeed, there is every reason to 
believe that aid to North Vietnam 
would not be any different. In fact, the 
circum stances as they now stand in­ 
dicate that U.S. reconstruction aid 
could com plicate things considerably. 


WHILE a cease-fire agreem ent has 
been reached on paper and while it is 
reasonable to assum e that sporadic 
fighting could continue for some tim e, 
violations by the 
North Vietnam ese 
appear to be intensifying. Recent in­ 
telligence reports reveal that heavy 
arm s and munitions are once again 
being transported down the Ho Chi 
Minh Trail by the North Vietnamese. 
One estim ate is that the North 
V ietnam ese have sent m ore than 400 
arm ored 
vehicles, 
including 
tanks 
which are generally used as offensive 
weapons, into South Vietnam since 
the cease-fire. They are cropping up 
farther south than they have ever been 
at any other time. 
Coupled with reports that Hanoi has 
m ore than 65,000 new troops in the 
pipeline or a lre a d y inside South 
Vietnam, these facts certainly leave 
one to wonder, and rightly so, just 
w here th e billions of 
A m erican 
reconstruction dollars would go: to a 
stronger peace or to another war? 


SOME PROPONENTS of aid to 
North Vietnam argue that this money 
is owed to the country due to Am erican 
bombings of Hanoi and to the fact that 
the U.S. has offered such assistance for 
form er U.S. emeny countries in the 
past. 
F irst of all, if North Vietnam is so 
utterly “ devastated” and broke, where 


does it get the money to persist in 
stockpiling heavy weapons 
in 
the 
South9 On the second point, it should be 
m ade clear that after World W ar IL 
both Germ any and Japan surrendered 
unconditionally to the Allied forces 
after which they received substantial 
U S aid. 
North Vietnam, however, denies its 
aggression toward South 
Vietnam, 
Laos and Cambodia as well as its gross 
violations 
of 
in tern a tio n al 
law , 
especially tow ard U.S. prisoners of 
war. North Vietnam has also m ain­ 
tained that U.S. aid would be con­ 
sidered just “ reparations” .

At this tim e, negotiations on this very 
subject of reconstruction aid are taking 
place in P aris between the U.S. and 
North Vietnam , but the final deter­ 
m ination on just what form. if any, this 
assistance will take hinges partly on 
congressional approval. 
However, if the cease-fire violations 
and the m ilitary build up by the North 
V ietnam ese in Southeast Asia persit, I 
do not see how the American public — 
which has already paid dearly for this 
war — could tolerate any such ex­ 
penditure whatsoever.

Nixon and Congress may do battle on a 
new front later this year when Senate 
Democrats push for a sharp cut in the 
number of U.S. servicemen stationed 
abroad, with the emphasis on Western 
Europe. 
M ajority

already has taken the first step toward 
that likely confrontation. 
He believes inflation, the budget 
squeeze, and the woes of the dollar will 
strengthen the case and the potential 
Senate vote for troop cuts—a vote the 
administration would fiercely oppose. 
The White House has denounced as 
irresponsible any m ove to force 
unilateral U.S. troop reductions. The 
talk and the tactics may get tougher. 
Two years ago, the issue produced 
one of the most intensive of lobbying 
drives 
by

ministration, to block a 
Mansfield 
measure that would have halved the 
U.S. force stationed in Europe. 
Mansfield and his allies are braced 
for another round on the troop question, 
perhaps during the summer when the 
Senate begins shaping the defense 
budget.

congressional disputes now centered on 
domestic spending. 
The initial move came when Senate 
Democrats voted overwhelmingly to 
seek over the next 18 months a sub­ 
stantial reduction in the 600,000 U.S. 
troops now stationed overseas. Their 
resolution m andates M ansfield to 
confer with House and administration 
leaders about such cuts. 
While the wording is general, the key 
target—and a fam iliar one for Man­ 
sfield—is a cutback of U.S. troops in 
Europe, where some 300,000 remain. 
They have tried before, and lost. The 
White House deployed virtually every 
lobbyist at its command, even enlisted 
leaders out of the Democratic past, in 
its campaign against cutbacks two 
years ago. 
Now, he contends, no single act 
would do more to check inflation at 
home and “ the enfeeblement of the 
dollar abroad.” 
The White House said it would make 
no sense for the United States to cut its 
force levels unilaterally amid nego­ 
tiations with the Soviet Union for 
mutual troop cuts in Europe. 
Mansfield says as ’ong as U.S. forces 
stay put in Europe, the Russians will be 
under no pressure to move out. 
The question is not only one of troops, 
it is of m ilitary dependents in Europe, 
too. Mansfield put the total at some 
525,000, and said there are billions of 
dollars to be saved through cutbacks. 
There is another, simpler argument 
advanced in the Senate: Why should 
the United States maintain such a force 
in Europe, long after World W ar II, in 
defense of allies whose economies are 
flourishing?

At this 
point, instead of sim ply cashing the ace 
in the hope of finding the suit divided 3- 
3, declarer first m akes the more subtle 
move of ruffing dum m y’s last club. 
The purpose of the ruff is to protect to 
the nth degree against the possibility of 
losing two diam ond tricks, which at 
this point is the sole danger in the hand. 
South then plays a heart to the ace, 
suprem ely confident of the outcome. 
When the hearts fail to divide 3-3, 
declarer does not attem pt a diamond 
finesse — which would prove fatal as 
the cards lie — but instead leads 
dum m y’s last h eart and on it discards a 
diamond. 
The result is that West wins the heart 
and finds him self in the unpleasant 
position where he m ust lead a diamond 
to the A-Q or yield a ruff and discard by 
returning a club. E ither way declarer 
m akes the slam . 
What South really does by this 
method of play is exchange one loser 
for another. He deliberately loses a 
heart trick he doesn’t have to lose 
instead of a diam ond he does have to 
lose. In the process he creates a 
situation that is certain to yield him the 
crucial twelfth trick. Who could ask for 
anything more?

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — Ohio’s $30 
million comprehensive 
development 
plan for criminal justice has been 
approved by the federal government, 
Development Director David C. Sweet 
said Friday. 
Sweet, at a news conference, called 
the 1973 plan “ the most inclusive, 
encompassing blueprint for criminal 
justice ever prepared in this state.” 
Under the plan, some $12 million of 
the federal money would go to regional 
planning units in the state’s six major 
urban centers—Toledo, Cleveland, 
Akron, Columbus, Cincinnati and Day­ 
ton. 
In addition the state will be divided in 
four geographical 
regions 
for ad­ 
ministrative planning. 
Sweet 
said. 
Seventy-five per cent of funds in the 
plan, he said, would go directly to units 
of local government. 
In 1969, Sweet said, the state had no 
plan for handling federal crime-fight 
funds other than to buy riot control 
equipment. 
“ There is no doubt in my mind that 
the present program in Ohio is among 
the best in the nation,” Sweet said. “ We 
have turned a hardware program into a 
people program. 
The plan, supervised by the Criminal 
Ju stice Supervisory 
Commission, 
allocated nearly 16 million to law en­ 
forcement; more than $1 million for 
crime prevention; nearly $3 million for 
the improvement of the judicial 
process 
and 
over 
$5 
million 
for 
corrections and rehabilitation. 
The district funding will be as 
follows: Northwest Ohio, $1,207,533; 
Northeast Ohio, $3,014,643; Southwest 
Ohio. $1,263,559 and Southeast Ohio, 
$1,621,268. 
For the regional planning units the 
funding will be: Cleveland, $3,703,307; 
Columbus, $1,015,176; 
Cincinnati, 
$1,832,790; Dayton, $1,212,930; Akron, 
$1,141,160 and Toledo, $958,749.

A Stanford University scientist and 
three British researchers reported they 
tested the substance, called Interferon, 
on human volunteers in Britain. 
The A m erican, Dr. Thom as C. 
Merigan, noted that Interferon has 
been used in Russia and Finland and 
even is available over the counter in 
small quantities in the Soviet Union. 


“ It is a feasible approach,” Merigan, 
chief of the division of infectious 
diseases at Stanford Medical School, 
said of Interferon’s ability to prevent 
colds. 
“But whether it becomes practical 
depends on whether we can gain more 
production and make it economically 
or get other means of application.” 


An effective dose of Interferon costs 
several thousand dollars to produce by 
present methods, Merigan and his Brit­ 
ish colleagues reported in the current 
issue of Lancet, a British medical 
journal. 


They described 
Interferon as a 
protein derived from white blood cells 
infected by viruses. They said the in­ 
fected cells secrete a substance that 
interferes with — or prevents — viral 
infection of other cells. 
M erigan and the three B ritish 
researchers — Drs. Sylvia E. Reed, 
Thomas S. Hall and David A. J. Tyrrell 
— said they tested the substance at 
H arvard H ospital, S alisbury, Wil­ 
tshire, England. 
Although “years and years” away 
from

practical 
application, 
the 
substance could become useful in the 
future with simplified administration 
methods and improved 
production 
techniques, possibly even laboratory 
synthesis, Merigan said.

BOSTON (AP) — The Boston Globe 
says a University of Texas research 
team deprived 17 infants of a food 
substance 
essential 
for 
their 
development in an experiment con­ 
ducted in 1956-57. 
In a story in today’s editions, the 
Globe said the researchers deprived 
the infants for up to 13 weeks of linoleic 
acid, a fatty substance contained in 
m other’s milk, even though they knew 
a diet without this food had produced 
skin breakdown, “ marked emaciation” 
and possible damage to the brain or 
spinal chord in animals. 
The study, published in 1959, was sent 
to Sen. Edward M. Kennedy, D-Mass., 
by Dr. Alvin F. Poussaint of Harvard 
Medical School, the Globe said.

Jam es W. McCord J r., form er 
security chief of President Nixon’s re­ 
election com m ittee, said he will 
disclose new facts to the trial judge 
next week in hopes for a lighter sen­ 
tence. 
McCord charged there was perjury 
in the trial where he was convicted with 
G. Gordon Liddy, a top Nixon cam ­ 
paign official, and political pressure 
was brought on the defendants “to 
plead guilty and rem ain silent.” 
Liddy was sentenced Friday by Chief 


U.S. District Court Judge John J. Sirica 
to a prison term of 6 to 20 years. Mc­ 
Cord’s sentencing was delayed for one 
week. The final sentence for the others 
will be imposed after three months in 
which they can testify before a grand 
jury and Senate investigators.

“The remaining 95 per cent are 
cowards and malcontents just as in any 
other w ar,” he said at a news con­ 
ference held at W right-Patterson Air 
Force Base prior to his departure for 
home. 
Easier said POWS were tortured to 
force antiwar statem ents from them as 
early as the spring of 1967 offensive. He 
didn't go into details but referred to the 
treatm ent of prisoners by the North 
Vietnamese as “ barbarous.” 
Easier said he felt the North Viet­ 
namese were deluded by 
antiwar 
statem ents into thinking time was on 
their side and that A m erica’s will to 
pursue the war was waning. 
“ You wouldn’t believe the impact it 
(the antiwar movement) had on the 
North Vietnamese.” 
He said there may have been fac­ 
tional opinions among prisoners on war 
policy, but 95 per cent of the prisoners 
supported President Nixon. 
Easier indicated a belief that the 
prisoners still would be in

Vietnamese hands if the United States 
had pulled out of the war without 
negotiating their release.

Late harvest causes change 
in need for spring tillage 


COLUMBUS — As the 1973 planting 
season approaches, commercial far­ 
mers in Ohio may find that the tillage 
needed prior to planting is con­ 
siderably different than it has been for 
past years. The late harvest in 1972 and 
1973 resulted in little fall tillage, 
although some farmers tilled part of 
their soil during the winter. 
According to Samuel W. Bone. Ex­ 
tension agronomist at the Ohio State 
University, producers need to consider 
two things as they select their tillage 
systems for the 1973 planting season. 
Tile first is soil tillage as it affects 
yields, or crop response, and the time 
required for tillage and planting. The 
second is the environmental effect of 
the tillage. 
On some soils, 
tillage prior to 
planting may leave bare soil surfaces 
exposed throughout the growing 
season. As a result, if the infiltration 
rate (rf this soil is not adequate for the 
rainfall to move into the soil, erosion in 
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the form of soil movement may occur. 
Date of planting greatly affects yield 
for both corn and soybeans. Delay in 
planting past the optimum date will 
seriously reduce the potential yield of 
the crop. Therefore, the tillage system 
selected must be one that allows 
planting the crop at the proper time. 
Those soils throughout the state that 
have drainage problems and are fine- 
textured will require some tillage prior 
to planting, if corn is to be grown. This 
normally will consist of plowing during 
the fall or winter, followed by some 
preparation prior to planting in the 
spring. 
For those soils that are fine-textured 
and poorly drained, the option to plow 
should be continued through March. 
Plowing later than the end of March 
may result in plowing at undesirable 
moisture contents and cause problems 
in seedbed preparations 
and 
late 
planting. 
During April, the specialist explains, 
the tillage option should be one that tills 
the soil only to a depth that is dry 
enough to be worked prior to planting. 
This decreased tillage may not work as 
well with a conventional planter as it 
will with no-tillage equipment. There 
may be residue on the surface through 
which the planter must cut. Some 
additional tillage in the row where the 
seed is to be placed is also desirable. 
Conventional planters will not do this 
satisfactorily; however, no-tillage 
equipment will. 
Light-colored, medium-textured soils 
that have good drainage will respond to 
decreased tillage for corn production. 
On these soils, the best water control 
management throughout the growing 
season is adequate surface cover of af 
least 80 per cent or residue. This 
residue can be from sod or other 
previous crops. If drainage — either 
natural or improved — is adequate on 
light-colored, medium-textured soils, 
tillage prior to planting is unnecessary. 
On fields that contain both dark-and 
light-colored soils, some tillage is 
desirable on the dark soils prior to 
planting; however, the light soils can 
be planted satisfactorily with no­ 
tillage. On such fields, a satisfactory 
method is to chisel to plow depth prior 
to planting. This will provide enough 
tillage on the dark-colored soil and 
leave the residue near the surface on

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the light-colored soil. It will also 
provide coarseness of the soil surface 
to prevent crusting and allow for water 
movement in the soil. Following 
chiseling, Bone suggests, it is ex­ 
tremely important to use a planter that 
does some tillage in the row to make 
sure adequate seed-soil contact takes 
place at planting. 
At present, no herbicides are avail­ 
able that will permit decreased tillage 
and still give effective weed control for 
soybean production. Still, Bone states, 
the future looks bright, and he expects 
such herbicides to be made available in 
a year or two. Double cropping with 
soybeans — such as soybeans after 
small grain — will be practical with no­ 
tillage planting when herbicides 
control 
vegetation 
and 
perm it 
satisfactory yields after wheat is 
harvested in late June or early July. 
PCA loans 
$1 billion 


Production Credit Associations 
(PCAs) in the Fourth Farm Credit 
District reached $1 billion in loans 
outstanding to farmers on March 12. 
By reaching the one-billion dollar 


mark, PCAs in Kentucky, Tennessee, 
Indiana and Ohio have set a national 
achievem ent record. Cumulatively 
they rank as national volume leaders in 
the 
extension 
of 
short 
and 
in­ 
termediate-term credit to farmers. As 
part of the nation-wide Farm Credit 
System, Fourth District PCAs make 
loans to farmers and part-time far­ 
mers for such needs as equipment,

COLUMBUS — As spring ap­ 
proaches and temperatures begin to 
rise, better have a look at grain in your 
storage bins. This is a critical period 
for stored grain if it has undergone 
much “moisture migration” during 
autumn or early winter. 
Moisture migration is the gradual 
movement of part of the moisture in 
grain into one location in the grain 
mass, according to Floyd L. Herum, 
agricultural engineer at the Ohio State 
University. The moisture, content of 
grain throughout much of the bin may 
drop by one half per cent. This 
moisture collects in one location, 
usually the upper surface at the center 
of the bin, raising the moisture content 
of that grain to 25 per cent or more. 
“Since the moisture accumulates at 
the surface, ifs easy to check. If you 
can walk on the grain without sinking 
in, or if it’s becoming discolored or has 
the distinctive smell of spoiling grain, 
there is a moisture problem,” the 
engineer points out. If the grain was 
dry when stored, accumulation must 
have been caused by m oisture 
migration, assuming no water or snow 
leaked in from the outside. 
Moisture migration is caused in the 
fall when outside temperatures are 
lower than the grain temperature. Air 
in grain near the bin wall is cooler, and 
heavier, than at the center. As this cool 
air moves slowly downward near the 
walls and up the center, it comes in 
contact with the cold grain at the top of 
the bin. At this point some of its 
moisture condenses on the grain. 
If this condensation occurs for 
several months, a wet spot may 
develop and spoil the layer of grain at 
the middle of the top surface. Although 
this spoilage is not likely to occur in 
bins with less than a 3,000 bushel 
capacity, the seriousness of moisture 
migration increases as bins get larger, 
especially as grain gets deeper. Large 
grain 
elevators customarily use 
aeration 
equipment 
to 
control 
moisture. 
Very little migration is occuring now 
because the grain and outside tem­ 
peratures should be about the same. 
But, if much moisture migration has 
occurred, spoiling grain may be found 
now' and serious trouble can be ex­ 
pected as spring approaches and the 
grain begins to warm up, says Herum. 
If a wet spot is found in a bin, action 
should be taken right away. The grain 
can be turned, mixed together if not 
spoiled badly, or removed and fed or 
disposed of. If the grain is wet but not 
spoiled, more time can be taken but the 
same choices will have to be made 
within a few weeks. 
Mold is found 
in stored corn

When did you take the last look at 
your 1972 corn crop? Was it back in 
January when you finished picking or 
shelling the crop? If so, you may have 
some problems which you hadn’t ex­ 
pected. 
I have checked several large ear 
corn cribs recently, and find they are 
still carrying 23 to 25 per cent moisture 
and are starting to go out of condition. 
The high grain moisture, along with the 
unseasonably high temperatures of 
early March, were causing the corn to 
mold. 
The same thing can happen in shelled 
corn bins if it is not managed properly. 
Moisture migration can take place in 
shelled corn with changes in outside 
temperature, and cause pockets of 
mold to develop. 
If you haven’t looked lately, right 
now would be a good time to check that 
corn you have in storage. 
H o g prices increase 


Hog prices have climbed higher than 
anyone expected six months ago. Now 
farmere and others interested in the 
hog business are asking about the 
causes of the record prices, and about 
the next cyclical downswing of prices. 
There are, of course, several reasons 
for the high prices of hogs. The 
foremost one is that marketings of hogs 
have been on a decreasing trend for 
nearly two years. Furthermore, this is 
likely to be the sixth consecutive 
quarter in which hog slaughter has 
been less than one year earlier. Recent 
slaughter levels were around 15 per 
cent lower than those of two years ago.

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Moisture migration can occur even 
in grain adquately dried when stored, 
according to Herum. “We have ob­ 
served migration problems in shelled 
corn drier than 12 per cent.” Factors 
such as initial grain temperature, bin 
size and shape appear to have greater 
influence. 
If you have persistant moisture 
migration year after year, you might 
consider installation of aeration 
equipment similar to the type used by 


large grain elevators and terminals. 
Aeration keeps grain temperatures 
close to those outside and counteracts 
the warm air currents carrying the 
moisture. 
Herum recommends a quick check 
on each bin every two or three weeks 
from fall to spring. Migration problems 
aren’t too difficult to handle once they 
are found, but putting them off can 
prove to be very costly, he points out. 
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Referendum on egg 
marketing slated 


From April 17 through April 19th, egg 
farmers throughout Ohio will be voting 
on a referendum to 
decide whether 
Ohio will have an Egg Marketing 
Program. Voting will be done in County

To defray the cost of a marketing 
program throughout Ohio a deduction 
of one cent a case of eggs sold for 
human consumption is proposed. 
Estimated revenues should be about 
$60,000 a year.

FHA receives S I7 0 million

An additional apportionment of $170 
million has been released nationally to 
the Farmers Home Administration for 
farm operating loans, Lester M. Stone, 
FHA state director announced. These 
additional funds were made available 
in order to meet the increased demand 
for farm operating loans as a result of 
the curtailment of the emergency loan 
program.

T/i» Farm Notebook 
Spring is here 


By JOHN G RU BER 
County Extension Agent, 
Agriculture 
According to the calendar spring 
arrived last Tuesday. However, events 
of the last week would lead one to 
believe that winter had just begun. 
I have received many comments on 
this column which appeared in last 
week’s paper. That column was 
prepared on Thursday morning with 
the sun shining bright and it seemed 
natural to talk about the spring-like 
weather which had prevailed for the 
previous two weeks. 
Needless to say, last week’s column 
was somewhat outdated by the time it 
was printed. 
The snow and cold weather of the last 
week has slowed Fayette County 
farm ers’ progress toward spring 
planting, although we did notice a few 
tractors back in the field toward mid­ 
week. 
The most serious damage has been to 
Ohio’s fruit crop and to many of the 
spring flower plants and shrubs which 
were dotting the landscape about 3 
weeks early this year. 
Locally, a few farmers have ex­ 
pressed concern about early seeded 
alfalfa which has sprouted. I’d advise 
checking yours as the cold weather of 
the past week could have caused 
serious damage. 


CATTLE F E E D E R S and dairymen 
can take a big step toward reducing 
feed costs through use of the Ohio 
Livestock Ration evaluation program. 
This service available through the 
County Extension Office or from your 
feed company is of increasing im­ 
portance with the high cost of protein 
supplement. 
Submitting your feed samples for 
evaluation will give you an accurate 
analysis of protein content as well as 
other factors important in a balanced 
ration. You may find that protein level 
of your hand grown feed is sufficient to 
allow you to reduce the amount of 
purchased protein supplement. 


SO YBEA N G ERM IN A TIO N tests 
are a must this year for farmers who 
are planning to plant their own seed. 
We’ve stressed this point many times 
this year. 
However, I am concerned that many 
farmers have not had a germination 
test of their seed. Much of the soybean 
seed produced in Ohio in 1972 has a higli 
incidence of the ’fungus Phomopsis 
which can cause reduction in ger­ 
mination. 
lf you are running your own ger­ 
mination test at home don’t sort out 
rotten or damaged seeds when you 
select your sample. These beans will 
not clean out when the seed is cleaned. 
If you sort them out of your sample you 
will have a distorted test. 
Your best bet is to secure a com­ 
mercial germination test. You can send 
a sample to the Ohio Department of 
Agriculture Laboratories, Seed Sec­ 
tion, Reynoldsburg, Ohio 43168. The 
ccjst for germination test is $1.50. 
lf your germination analysis is below 
50 per cent or maybe even 60 per cent, 
rd advise that you sell those beans and 
buy better seed. 
If your germination is between 50 per 


cent and 70 per cent and you decide to 
plant, you should treat the seed which 
will suppress 
the growth 
of 
the 
phomopsis and may increase ger­ 
mination by 10-20 per cent or more. 
Don’t treat the seed before you get an 
accurate germination test. Once the 
seed is treated it can only be used for 
seed, it cannot be sold for other uses.

Alfalfa can 
net more 
than corn

Is the price of protein concentrate 
causing your feed bill to be clear out of 
sight? If so, have you thought about 
growing more of your own protein right 
on the farm? 


I’m talking about alfalfa which will 
produce more directly usable protein 
than any other crop. Alfalfa is an ex­ 
cellent source of protein for dairy and 
beef cattle, and as a pasture forage can 
even provide supplemental protein for 
sows and pigs. 


Right now is the time spring alfalfa 
seedings should be made. I like to see 
them in the ground by the middle of 
April. Much of the wheat acreage did 
not get planted last fall, and if you can 
use alfalfa on your farm, a direct 
seeding without a companion crop 
might just be the most profitable use 
for those acres. If the job is done right, 
you can expect three tons of high 
quality alfalfa hay per acre yet this 
year. Put your own price on that three 
tons of hay and I think you might want 
to try it. With a little luck (and some 
good management) you should grow at 
least six tons next year. 


Your county agent has a folder en­ 
titled “ Alfalfa - the Super-Star of 
Feeds,’’ which outlines IO steps to 
maximum alfalfa yields. Give him a 
call and ask for one, or drop me a ca’rd 
at the Area Extension Center, 317 S. 
Fayette St., Washington C.H. 43160 and 
I will send you a copy. 


lf the price of protein is giving you 
problems, I don’t think you can afford 
to overlook alfalfa for 1973.

Weed control in wheats 
oats may be tough 


St. Patrick was a native of one of the

Weed control in wheat and oats may 
be more difficult this spring and 
summer than usual, says Edward W. 
Stroube, Extension agronomist. Ohio 
State University. Unfavorable planting 
conditions may reduce stands and 
leave more space for weeds to grow, he 
explains. 
Because of the late harvest of last 
year’s corn and soybeans, 
wheat 
acreage planted last fall in Ohio was 
less than planned. Many of the acres 
intended for wheat will be planted to 
corn and soybeans. Some will be 
planted to oats this spring; however, 
many acres may have to be plowed 
before oat planting because of deep 
ruts caused by harvesters on wet soil. 
Fruit crop 
in danger 


COLUMBUS — 
Chances of this 
year’s fruit crop making it through to 
freeze-free weather are slim. The pre 
spring warm season was three weeks 
or more ahead of normal schedule, 
says Fred 
Hartman, 
professor of 
horticulture 
at 
the 
Ohio 
State 
University. 
Already, stone fruits have suffered 
considerable damage, particularly in 
the northern part of the state. Since 
these fruits have more sensitive buds, 
there’s not much chance they survived 
the past weekend’s cold temperatures. 
Apples can stand temperatures down to 
25 degrees for a short period, par­ 
ticularly the later varieties, or those 
that still have tight clusters. It will take 
a few days to determine how much 
damage the weekend lows caused to 
apples. 
The next month is the critical peri(xl 
for fruits that have made it this far. 
Temperatures dropping to 20 or below, 
even for a few hours, could wipe out the 
crop, says Hartman. 
Commercial growers who have 
artificial heal systems can save some 
fruit, if temperatures don’t drop too 
low. Strawberry growers may protect 
their crops 
with 
light 
or 
mist 
irrigations. However, if the irrigation 
water freezes and becomes too heavy 
on the plants, damage will occur. 
F'lowers and shrubs in bloom can be 
protcx.'ted some by covering w'ith cloth 
or other suitable material. This would 
have to be done several times or as 
often as predicted dips in temperature 
occur during the next month, he says. 


Ohio perspective 
Prison for women 
may be closed 


This may delay oat planting. 
An incentive for planting oats in 1973 
will be the shortage of straw for bed­ 
ding. Oat yields of over 1(X) bushels per 
acre are not uncommon, and with the 
current and predicted prices for feed 
grains, the crop should be profitable. 
Also, oats, seeded on time and properly 
fertilized, can produce a good quality 
and good yield of straw, the specialist 
says. 
Good stands of wheat that get a good 
start before freeze-up in the fall seldom 
have serious weed problems. An ex­ 
ception may be Canada thistle, where 
this weed is present. Most of the other 
weed problems in wheat occur when 
there are poor stands of wheat. This 
can be the result of poor stands from 
the start or when winter kill is ex­ 
cessive. In this case competition may 
come from annual weeds such as 
smartweed, ragweed, pigweed, and 
some of the grasses such as foxtail and 
barnyardgrass. There are no good 
control programs for the grasses. 
Weed species and control measures 
are about the same for oats as for 
wheat; however, oats are essentially 
all spring seeded so the weed problems 
will develop a little later. Also, wild 
mustard is a more serious problem in 
oats than in wheat. 
There are herbicides which will 
control broadleaf weeds. In both wheat 
and oats, 2,4-D, MCPA, and Banvel are 
usually effective. Timing and rates are 
fairly critical. Applications too late or 
t(K) heavy can cause a loss in yield. 
Applications should be made atter the 
small grain has started to stool (tiller) 
but before the stem starts to emerge or 
grow. The ideal calendar date varies 
with the type of season, on wheat, and 
with the planting date, on oats. 
On wheat, the application date is 
usually in late March and early April. 
The rate of herbicide varies with the 
form ulation and concentration, so 
Stroube advises farmers to consult the 
label for specific rates. He says that 2, 
4-D will kill most species of weeds; 
however, Banvel is more effective on 
Canada thistle and smartweed. MCPA 
is a little safer for use on oats than 2, 4- 
D. 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P) — Director 
Bennett Cooper of the Department of 
Rehabilitation and Corrections wants 
lo close the Marysville Reformatory 
for Women. 
The facility has only 250 prisoners, 
and Cooper said the “ total is going 
down constantly.’’ It is the state’s only 
prison for women who represent only 3 
per cent of Ohio’s prison population of 
8,200. 
Cooper said he favors a plan “ now 
being formulated’’ which would house 
female inmates in local community 
centers. The state presently has no 
such facilities. 
“ They could be leased,’’ said Cooper. 
He said he believes local housing 
would be preferrable to a centralized 
state institution for purposes of 
rehabilitation. The director said the 
Marysville facility “ is not a maximum 
security facility anyway. Ifs more like 
a college campus” 
Cooper declined to speculate why 
women make up such a small per­ 
centage of Ohio’s prison population. 
“ It raises some eyebrows, but you’ll 
have to draw your own inferences,’’ he 
said. 


Statehouse newsmen ran out of 
questions for Gov. John J. Gilligan at a 
recent news conference. 
The governor called the session to 
announce 
a 
public 
information 
program on insurance. Insurance 
Director Kenneth DeShetler appeared 
with him. 
After the new consumer program 
was 
explained, 
Gilligan 
invited 
questions on other subjects. There 
were none. The governor smiled and 
commented to DeShetler: “ Look at 
them. They’re buffaloed. It must be 
spring fever.’’ 
Gilligan is fairly accessible to 
newsmen and holds press conferences 
rather 
frequently. 
One 
veteran 
Statehouse reporter commented after 
the impasse: “ Ifs a case of overkill.’’ 


Members of the legislature, who for 
years haven’t been able to agree on a 
code of ethics for themselves, were 
something close to ecstasy when the 
Ohio 
Legislative 
Correspondents 
Association 
(O LG A) 
defeated 
a 
proposed code for newsmen. 


The reporters rejected by a 13-13 tie 
vote a proposal that would have 
required them to disclose sources of 
income and other information to show 
they had no conflict of interest. Op­ 
ponents charged that newsmen are not 
paid by public funds, and that OLCA’s 


Constitution already prohibits lobbying 
and conflicts of interest. 
But, legislators apparently found the 
development to their liking. House 
Speaker A G. Lancione, D-99 Bellaire, 
said, “ It doesn’t make sense. Some of 
you fellows are raising hell about it, 
and then you won’t vote one for 
yourselves.’’

WASHINGTON CALLING . . . by Marquis Childs 
Bruce appointment to China hailed 


WASHINGTON — In an era when 
ambassadorial posts go on the auction 
block to the highest bidder the ap- 
pointm«it of David K. E. Bruce to be 
chief of the American mission in 
Peking is evidence that quality and 
ability still count. President Nixon 
could not have made a better choice for 
this newest phase of the opening to a 
world so long closed. 
The Chinese will take the Bruce 
appointment as the tribute that it is to 
their place in shaping the last decades 
of the 20th Century. While he will be 
chief of delegation rather than am­ 
bassador, this will be of small moment 
in the close relationship he is sure to 
establish with Premier Chou En-Lai, 
whose fluent French will mean a 
common working language with Bruce. 
For all his years abroad in the 
highest reaches of diplomacy in Paris, 
Bonn and London and the tributes that 
have come to him, one important at­ 
tribute has been unmistakable. He is 
an American with no question of 
identity. This is not in any aggressive 
sense of the American abroad in an 
earlier day determined to prove his 
Americanism. 
One of the most cultivated of men in 
history, literature, the arts, there is 
nothing of the pseudo-sophisticate 
about the man who at 75 has now been 
called back to service. Part of his 
Americanism is his sense of humor, his 
chuckling low-keyed laughter. 
The 
pompous and the pretentious are put in 
their place by this urbane gentleman 
who might have pursued a career as a 
philosopher if he had not altered the 
diplomatic service nearly 50 years ago. 


A SM ALL IRONY in his appointment 
is the place that he and his beautiful 
wife, Evangeline, hold in what has 
been scornfully called the limousine 
liberal set of Georgetown. In the 
handsome drawing room of their 
Georgetown house they have assem­ 
bled the widest range of guests from 
government, the diplomatic corps, 
writers and intellectuals. No arbitrary 
canon, but the broad spectrum of their 
interests has set the tone. 
It is sometimes said that in the era of 
instant telephonic contact between 
heads of state an ambassador makes 
no difference. Bruce’s career, which 
came to an end with his resignation as 
ambassador to Britain in 1969, refutes 
that easy generalization. He has 
represented his country with distinc­ 
tion and with discreet counsel to of­ 
ficials in the capitals where he has 
served. 
His appointment should hearten the 
professional career service in the 
Department of State demoralized by 
the appointment of so many big 
campaign check writers. While there 
are few Bruces, many able career men 
are resigning because the top posts are 
being handed out as political rewards. 


ANOTHER ambassadorship at least 
as important as Peking is presently 
unfilled. Jacob D. Beam, an able 
career officer who was ambassador to 
Moscow for four years, has just 
resigned. In view of the obstacles in the 
way of the trade agreement signed last 
year and the long string of other 
agreements 
being 
implemented, 
Moscow is more vital than ever before 


to the Nixon-Kissinger generation of 
peace. 
One 
proposal is 
for a 
leading 
American businessman who would 
hold the ambassadorship for a year or 
so and then give way to a career of­ 
ficer. A lot can be said for this. There 
are instances where the outsider with 
special capabilities should have 
precedence over a career aj^intm ent. 
But this does not cover the blanketing 
in of so-called ambassadors merely on 
the criterion of big money. We have 
seen minor disasters aplenty in this 
category. 


FO LLO W IN G 
the 
devastation 
wreaked by Joe McCarthy in the ’50s 
with the blasting of virtually all the 
State Department’s China specialists, 
a new generation of Sinologists has 
come up. 
Two, Alfred Ie S. Jenkins and John 
Holdridge, will head the backup team 
for Bruce in Peking. They speak 
Chinese fluently and Holdridge, on 
Henry Kissinger’s staff, has made all 
the trips to China that opened the way 
to the liaison mission. 
At about the same time that Bruce 
goes to Peking in early May the 
Chinese will send a representative with 
ambassadorial rank to Washington to 
head the liaison here. With ordinary 
luck these should further the opening to 
the East that has been one of the 
achievements of the Nixon Admin­ 
istration. 
The United States in 1950, after the 
overthrow of Chiang Kai-shek, decided 
to pretend that mainland China did not 
exist. We have seen an extraordinary 
transition to reality.

TV gold under city streets? 


Has cable TV come along just too late 
to save New York’s Mayor John Lind­ 
say? 
In a recent swansong utterance, 
Handsome John warned city govern­ 
ments 
everywhere 
against 
the 
pretensions of the Federal Communi­ 
cations Commission to seize the “ urban 
oil wells,” or the "gold,” represented 
by coaxial cable TV channels under the 
city streets. In two frustrated terms, 
Lindsay never did manage to get his 
hands on enough oil or gold to carry out 
the welfare missions that are so dear to 
ever>’ municipal liberal’s heart. 
Lindsay’s feeling is that the cities 
should do their own cable TV fran­ 
chising 
without 
Washington 
in­ 
terference. But Dean Burch, the 
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chairman of the FCC, considers that 
City Hall politicians, seeking new 
resources of revenue, might tend to be 
altogether too hoggish in exacting 
franchise fees. The business of laying 
TV is “ capital intensive,” and Burch 
thinks that anything over a 5 per cent 
city tax on gross cable income would 
tend to choke the growth of a new and 
promising industry. 
Burch could be right in his fears, but 
if the Nixon government really means 
business about restoring responsibility 
to the local communities why shouldn’t 
they be permitted to solve their own 
problems by trial and error? 


BE TH.AT as it may, some cities 
already are taking Lindsay at his word 
that there is gold in the coaxial cable. 
After all, it can put 30 and more 
channels into a single conduit, which 
represents a lot of communication 
mileage. 
Newark, N. J., for instance, is one 
community that is hungry to be in on a 
T\^ revolution. The city fathers of 
Newark had a deal with the big 
Teleprompter company on cable TV 
installations. 
There 
was 
some 
dissatisfaction with the original terms, 
but ex-Gov. Raymond Shafer of Penn­ 
sylvania, 
who 
is 
now’ 
the 
chief 
executive officer of Teleprompter, has 
managed to renegotiate the whole 
business with Mayor Kenneth Gibson, 
which might lead one to believe that 
politicians know how to talk to each 
other where a businessman might muff 
it. 
The deal for Newark, which still has

to go through final readings, gives the 
city a good break on several matters, 
including an educational channel, a 
public-access channel complete with a 
media center that will train individuals 
and groups to use it, and a government 
- communications channel that will 
help firemen, police and other city 
agencies. Newark is asking 5 per cent 
of the gross fees paid for cable TV plug­ 
ins, vdth 2 per cent going to public 
access — or “ pure democracy” — 
support. 
Cable TV today has 7,000,000 sub­ 
scribers. 
By 
1980 
it 
could 
have 
30,000,000, hitting half of all the TV 
homes in the U. S. With its clear vision, 
it has all sorts of promise, not the least 
of which is the possibility that it will 
enable minority groups everywhere to 
have their say to as many people as 
may care to listen to them. I have been 
telling journalism students to get ready 
for the day when every little com­ 
munity will have room for its local 
news commentator. 
Seeking to coin their own “ oil wells,” 
Boulder, Colo., Memphis and Knoxville 
in Tennessee, Birmingham, Ala., and 
Louisville, Ky. are all entertaining 
cable TV bids. Louisville and B ir­ 
mingham each has 13 applicants. 


THE W ILD ER DREAM S of the cable 
TV proponents involve cross-country 
hookups utilizing satellites. There is 
currently a satellite in Canada. 
Combined 
with 
pay-TV 
(which 
operates on 
fees for 
individual 
programs), the use of satellites could 
bring a vast variety of programs to 
people 3,()(X) miles apart. The inevitable 
restrictionists have already reared 
their ugly heads, seeking to prevent the 
w idest sort of capitalization of cable TV 
promise. 
In Connecticut, a state represen­ 
tative is drafting legislation that would 
prohibit cable TV operators from 
charging additional fees for special 
programming. For 20 years Zenith 
Radio has been hamstrung by the 
negativists in its efforts to provide pay- 
TV over the existing airwave spec­ 
trum. 
This has been the grossest sort of 
imposition in a free enterprise country, 
and it would be a shame to see the same 
error repeated as cable TV drives its 
bargains with cities to get its cables 
laid and its 30-channel choices into 
thousands of homes.

The choice of David K. E. Bruce to 
head the United States liaison office 
when it opens in Peking in a wise one 
on several counts. Above all he is, as 
the President described him, “ a 
man of great stature” in the foreign 
service. That is of particular im­ 
portance in this sensitive post. 
Bruce has had long experience, 
and 
enjoys 
a 
well 
deserved 
reputation for skill in diplomacy. 
The fact that he is a Democrat lends 
a desirable aura of bipartisanship to 
the appointment. Even his rather 
advanced age of 75, which might be 
against him under different cir­ 
cumstances, should prove to be an 
advantage in a 
country whose 
leading public figures are of his 
generation. 
(jne question of some consequence 
may 
be 
raised about 
the 
ap­ 
pointment. Though Bruce has 
served under five presidents, his 
orientation has been toward Europe 
rather than Asia. An old China hand 
might prove more adept at dealing 
with the Chinese, all the more so 
since they have in large measure 
been cut off from the international 
community for so many years. 
This should not be a serious draw­ 
back, however. Two of our govern­ 
ment’s leading experts on China will 
be on hand to advise Bruce as his 
deputies. This is a diplomatic team 
which promises to give an excellent 


account of itself as the United States 
and China feel their ways toward a 
better relationsip.

NEW YO RK (A P) - When the 
nation’s major religious organizations, 
Protestant, Roman Catholic and 
Jewish, pick their choice movie fare, it 
usually is not overtly religious. 
In fact, they generally find that the 
Hollywood films intended to be ex­ 
plicitly religious are actually less so, 
basically, that some others. 
“ What we’re looking for are films 
that from the standpoint of the Judeo- 
Christian perspective, illuminate the 
human condition,’’ says the Rev. Dr. 
William 
Fore, 
head of an 
inter­ 
denominational film commission. 
“ It is through man’s response to 
other men that we see God’s action in 
life.’’ 
By such criteria, the three branches 
of faith join next week in making their 
1972 Interreligious Film Awards to two 
motion pictures, “ The Emigrants,’’ a 
story of a family newly come to the 
United States, and “ Sounder,’’ a por­ 
trayal of a poor black youngster’s 
achievement of dignity through his 
parent’s love. 
As generally has been the case with 
previous films singled out by the 
religious groups as the year’s best, 
neither of those honored this time are 
specifically religious. 
“ Our primary concern is not for 
consciously religious films, but for 
those that bring out authentic human 
values,” 
says 
Richard 
Kirsch, 
associate director of the Film and 
Broadcasting Division of the U.S. 
Catholic Conference. 
“ From

religious 
viewpoint, 
however, one can see in them larger 
values that are essentially spiritual.’’

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — The Ohio 
House’s debate next Wednesday on the 
women’s equal rights amendment will 
be carried by National Public Radio, a 
150-station network that covers every 
state, according to Rep. 
Michale 
Stinziano, D-30 Columbus. 
Stinziano said NPR’s interest in the 
vote here “makes it clear that passage 
in Ohio is crucial” to the fate of the pro­ 
posal. 
Thirty states have ratified the 
constitutional change, which prohibits 
discrimination because of sex. A total 
of 38 states must approve it.

CLEVELAND, Ohio (AP) - Two 
trucking- associations ^ officials have

diesel fuel suppliers are beginning to 
cut back trucking companies allot­ 
ments bv as much as 25 per cent.

2 scientists 
predicting 
earthquake 


MENLO PARK, Calif. (AP) — Two 
government scientists have forecast 
the strength, exact location and ap­ 
proximate time of an earthquake. 
Dr. Robert Wesson and Dr. William 
Ellsworth of the National Center for 
Earthquake Research said Thursday 
they are predicting a moderate quake 
within 
“ several 
m onths” 
near 
H ollister, Calif, about IOO m iles 
southeast of San Francisco. 
“ If this prediction is fulfilled, it will 
be an important step toward more 
m eaningful prediction, although a 
great deal more understanding needs 
lo be gained about the generation of 
earthquakes,” Wesson, 29, said. 
“ We’ve made a limited type of 
prediction in a place called Bear 
V alley,” near H ollister, the U.S. 
Geological Survey scientist said. 
The c e n te r’s chief, Dr. Robert 
Wallace, said the predicted quake 
would occur a little over four miles 
deep, would be felt as a sharp jolt 
above ground, bul would not cause 
damage. 
Wesson said a quake never before 
had been forecast from only physical 
evidence. “ We decided to stick our 
neck out,” he said, “ because the ob­ 
served physical evidence was so out­ 
standing 
and 
su g g estiv e.” 
The 
prediction is “ unique” since it was 
formulated on the basis of physical 
events instead of statistics. Wesson 
said.

WASHINGTON — Arising out of the 
V ietnam peace settlem ent is the 
controversial question of recon­ 
struction aid to North Vietnam. 
While discussion of such aid is not 
particularly new and dates back as far 
as 1965 when a one billion dollar figure 
was quoted, the amount suggested now 
centers around 7 V2 billion dollars for all 
of Indochina, with roughly 2V2 billion 
dollars earm arked for North Vietnam. 
I am adam antly opposed to spending 
over our dwindling federal funds for 
this purpose. The American taxpayer 
simply cannot afford it. Furthermore, I 
fail to see where any such expenditures 
will purchase a 
firmer peace in 
Southeast Asia or lessen our in­ 
volvement in the conflict. 
Here in America, we are warring 
with inflation to the point that the 
President might possibly have to 
consider price controls on food and has 
already made drastic cuts in many 
domestic programs. Time and time 
again, the American taxpayer has 
invested literally billions of dollars into 
foreign aid and, time and time again, 
the returns in international goodwill 
and actual 
accomplishments have 
failed miserably or, at best, fallen far 
short of their intended purpose. 
Indeed, there is every reason to 
believe that aid to North Vietnam 
would not be any different. In fact, the 
circumstances as they now stand in­ 
dicate that U.S. reconstruction aid 
could complicate things considerably. 


WHILE a cease-fire agreement has 
been reached on paper and while it is 
reasonable to assume that sporadic 
fighting could continue for some time, 
violations by the 
North Vietnamese 
appear to be intensifying. Recent in­ 
telligence reports reveal that heavy 
arm s and munitions are once again 
being transported down the Ho Chi 
Minh Trail by the North Vietnamese. 
One estim ate is that the North 
Vietnamese have sent more than 4(X) 
arm ored vehicles, 
including 
tanks 
which are generally used as offensive 
weapons, into South Vietnam since 
the cease-fire. They are cropping up 
farther south than they have ever been 
at any other time. 
Coupled with reports that Hanoi has 
more than 65,(XX) new troops in the 
pipeline or alread y inside South 
Vietnam, these facts certainly leave 
one to wonder, and rightly so, just 
w here the billions of A m erican 
reconstruction dollars would go: to a 
stronger peace or to another war? 
. f 


SOME PROPONENTS of aid to 
North Vietnam argue that this money 
is owed to the country due to American 
bombings of Hanoi and to the fact that 
the U.S. has offered such assistance for 
former U.S. emeny countries in the 
past. 
First of all, if North Vietnam is so 
utterly “devastated” and broke, where 


does it get the money to persist in 
stockpiling heavy weapons in the 
South? On the second point, it should be 
made clear that after World War II. 
both Germany and Japan surrendered 
unconditionally to the Allied forces 
after which they received substantial 
U.S. aid. 
North Vietnam, however, denies its 
aggression toward South Vietnam 
Laos and Cambodia as well as its gross 
violations 
of 
international 
law , 
especially toward U.S. prisoners of 
war. North Vietnam has also main­ 
tained that U.S. aid would be con­ 
sidered just “reparations”. 


AND WHERE, might I ask, are the 
many nations who aided North Viet­ 
nam or profitted financially from the 
conflict: To date, there is little in­ 
dication that any of these countries 
would be willing to supply assistance — 
if any at all — in the neighborhood of 
the billions of dollars considered by the 
United States. 
At this time, negotiations on this very 
subject of reconstruction aid are taking 
place in Paris between the U.S. and 
North Vietnam, but the final deter­ 
mination on just what form, if any, this 
assistance will take hinges partly on 
congressional approval. 
However, if the cease-fire violations 
and the m ilitary build up by the North 
Vietnamese in Southeast Asia persit, I 
do not see how the American public — 
which has already paid dearly for this 
war — could tolerate any such ex­ 
penditure whatsoever. 
City cleanup

M ILLERSPORT, Ohio 
(AP) - 
Concerned citizens of M illersport 
started out to do the state a favor and 
ended up embroiled in a controversy 
with the D epartm ent of N atural 
Resources, with Mayor Irvin Wilson 
claiming a state official threatened 
him with arrest. 


The dispute began when citizens 
turned out to clean up the banks of a 
state-owned canal. They said they 
cleared away several truck loads of 
litter and dead vegetation. They 
burned much of it. 


State parks officials called Wilson in 
for a meeting and told him that cutting 
vegetation on state park land and open 
burning of w aste require special 
permission which Wilson didn’t have. 


A dep artm en t spokesm an said 
Wilson asked what would happen if the

necessary state approval and was told 
he could be subject to arrest.

In Europe 


WASHINGTON (A P) — President 
Nixon and Congress may do battle on a 
new front later this year when Senate 
Democrats push for a sharp cut in the 
number of U.S. servicemen stationed 
abroad, with the emphasis on Western 
Europe. 
Majority Leader Mike Mansfield 
already has taken the first step toward 
that likely confrontation. 
He believes inflation, the budget 
squeeze, and the woes of the dollar will 
strengthen the case and the potential 
Senate vote for troop cuts—a vote the 
administration would fiercely oppose. 
The White House has denounced as 
irresponsible any move to force 
unilateral U.S. troop reductions. The 
talk and the tactics may get tougher. 
Two years ago, the issue produced 
one of the most intensive of lobbying 
drives 
by 
the 
Republican 
ad­ 
ministration, to block a Mansfield 
measure that would have halved the 
U.S. force stationed in Europe. 
Mansfield and his allies are braced 
for another round on the troop question, 
perhaps during the summer when the 
Senate begins shaping the defense 
budget. That would add a new item to 
an 
agenda 
of 
White 
House- 
congressional disputes now centered on 
domestic spending. 
The initial move came when Senate 
Democrats voted overwhelmingly to 
seek over the next 18 months a sub­ 
stantial reduction in the 600,000 U.S. 
troops now stationed overseas. Their 
resolution mandates Mansfield to 
confer with House and administration 
leaders about such cuts. 
While the wording is general, the key 
target—and a familiar one for Man­ 
sfield—is a cutback of U.S. troops in 
Europe, where some 300,000 remain. 
They have tried before, and lost. The 
White House deployed virtually every 
lobbyist at its command, even enlisted 
leaders out of the Democratic past, in 
its campaign against cutbacks two 
years ago. 
Now, he contends, no single act 
would do more to check inflation at 
home and “ the enfeeblement of the 
dollar abroad.” 
The White House said it would make 
no sense for the United States to cut its 
force levels unilaterally amid nego­ 
tiations with the Soviet Union for 
mutual troop cuts in Europe. 
Mansfield says as long as U.S. forces 
stay put in Europe, the Russians will be 
under no pressure to move out. 
The question is not only one of troops, 
it is of military dependents in Europe, 
too. Mansfield put the total at some 
525,000, and said there are billions of 
dollars to be saved through cutbacks. 
There is another, simpler argument 
advanced in the Senate: Why should 
the United States maintain such a force 
in Europe, long after World War II, in 
defense of allies whose economies are 
flourishing? 
In the months ahead, Mansfield and 
his supporters are going to be pressing 
for an answer.

Hormone Artificially Created 


Two tiny parathyroid glands lie deep 
within the thyroid gland in the middle 
of the neck. These pinpoint hormone- 
producing glands play a vital role in the 
function of almost every organ of the 
body. A small segment of these glands 
produces a hormone whose exact 
nature has been elusive, although 
recognized as important. 


When a deficiency of the parathyroid 
glands has been known to exist, 
replacement had to come from the 
parathyroids of animals. 


Today a group of scientists, at the 
National Institutes of Health and at the 
Mayo Clinic, have artificially created 
(synthesized) 
the 
important 
parathyroid hormone. It is expected 
that unlimited amounts will be 
available soon for the treatment of 
conditions that depend on its use. 


At the University of Toronto, Dr. 
John T. Murphy and his team are using 
a computer which is painlessly at­ 
tached to a cat’s brain in an effort to 
learn more about diseases like 
Parkinsonism. 


The movement of a single muscle of a 
cat produces electrical vibrations that 
are recorded and interpreted. Even the 
early studies have already shown 
important relationships between parts 
of 
the 
brain and 
the 
complex 


movement of muscles that make us 
function. 
After intestinal surgery, it is most 
important for the doctor to know 
exactly when the bowel begins to 
function again. 
Peristalsis is a term used to describe 
the wave-like movements that occur 
normally all along the intestinal tract. 
Sometimes, after surgery, 
these 
movements do not quickly reappear. 
This causes concern because it is an 
unwanted complication. 
Dr. Peter R. Daggett, of the West­ 
minster Hospital in London, has 
devised 
a 
method 
for 
earlier 
recognition of the slightest peristaltic 
waves as they begin to return in the 
intestine. Previously, a stethoscope 
was used to hear these sounds of 
motion. 
Using 
ultrasonic 
vibrations 
(ultrasound), Dr. Daggett can detect 
bowel activity earlier than before. This 
method has great importance in 
overcoming a complication that is of 
great distress to the patient and to the 
physician.

Opening lead - queen of clubs. 
The loser-on-loser play is a weapon 
that every competent declarer carries 
in his bag of tricks. It is a play by which 
he deliberately concedes a trick he 
doesn’t have to lose in exchange for one 
he does have to lose — and winds up 
gaining some other trick he would 
otherwise have lost. 
Here is a simple case where West 


leads a club against six spades. 
Declarer wins, draws two rounds of 
trumps and finesses the jack of hearts. 
When it wins, he ruffs a club and 
finesses the queen of hearts. At this 
point, instead of simply cashing the ace 
in the hope of finding the suit divided 3- 
3, declarer first makes the more subtle 
move of ruffing dummy’s last club. 
The purpose of the ruff is to protect to 
the nth degree against the possibility of 
losing two diamond tricks, which at 
this point is the sole danger in the hand. 
South then plays a heart to the ace, 
supremely confident of the outcome. 
When the hearts fail to divide 3-3, 
declarer does not attempt a diamond 
finesse — which would prove fatal as 
the cards lie — but instead leads 
dummy’s last heart and on it discards a 
diamond. 
The result is that West wins the heart 
and finds himself in the unpleasant 
position where he must lead a diamond 
to the A-Q or yield a ruff and discard by 
returning a club. Either way declarer 
makes the slam. 
What South really does by this 
method of play is exchange one loser 
for another. He deliberately loses a 
heart trick he doesn’t have to lose 
instead of a diamond he does have to 
lose. In the process he creates a 
situation that is certain to yield him the 
crucial twelfth trick. Who could ask for 
anything more?

William 
Proxm ire has published his 1972 
federal income tax return 
in the 
Congressional Record.

W isconsin 
Democrat paid $2,758 for his celebrated 
hair transplant and wrote off the 
operation as a medical expense. 
A number of senators print annual 
financial statements. Proxmire is the 
only one known to have made public his 
entire tax return. 
Filing jointly with his wife, from 
whom he is separated but not divorced, 
Proxmire listed a total 1972 income of 
$70,198. 
Of that, $42,500 came from his Senate 
salary, $19,707 from book royalties and 
speeches, $4,600 from his w ife’s 
catering business and $3,391 in interest. 
The separate financial statement 
shows Proxmire owns two homes in 
Washington, D.C., on which he is 
paying off mortages and one home in 
Madison, Wis. 
He listed checking and savings ac­ 
counts with a combined balance of 
$3,500 and $96,000 in federal, state and 
municipal bonds. 


Proxmire and his wife listed $3,574 in 
medical expenses as tax deductions, 
including the money spent on the hair 
transplant. 
He listed 20 speeches for which he 
had been paid more than $300 each and 
said he had made a series of speeches 
for 
the 
Brookings 
Institute 
in 
Washington for $150 a speech. 
According to the return, the Prox- 
mires paid $15,852 in taxes, receiving a 
refund of $654 and crediting $864 to next 
year’s tax. 
Proxmire previously had disclosed 
his net worth—dating to the time he 
was elected to the Senate in 1957—in 
1963, 1965, 1967, 1970, and 1972.

Ohio's crime 
fight plan 
is approved 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — Ohio’s $30 
million comprehensive development 
plan for criminal justice has been 
approved by the federal government, 
Development Director David C. Sweet 
said Friday. 
Sweet, at a news conference, called 
the 1973 plan “ the most inclusive, 
encompassing blueprint for criminal 
justice ever prepared in this state.’’ 
Under the plan, some $12 million of 
the federal money would go to regional 
planning units in the state’s six m ajor 
urban c en ters—Toledo, Cleveland, 
Akron, Columbus, Cincinnati and Day­ 
ton. 
In addition the state will be divided in 
four geographical 
regions 
for 
ad­ 
m inistrative 
planning. Sweet 
said. 
Seventy-five per cent of funds in the 
plan, he said, would go directly to units 
of local government. 
In 1969, Sweet said, the state had no 
plan for handling federal crime-fight 
funds other than to buy riot control 
equipment. 
“There is no doubt in my mind that 
the present program in Ohio is among 
the best in the nation,’’ Sweet said. “We 
have turned a hardw are program into a 
people program. 
The plan, supervised by the Criminal 
Ju stice Supervisory Com m ission, 
allocated nearly 16 million to law en­ 
forcement; more than $1 million for 
crime prevention; nearly $3 million for 
the im provem ent of the judicial 
process 
and 
over 
$5 
million 
for 
corrections and rehabilitation. 
The district funding will be as 
follows: Northwest Ohio, $1,207,533; 
Northeast Ohio, $3,014,643; Southwest 
Ohio, $1,263,559 and Southeast Ohio, 
$1,621,268. 
For the regional planning units the 
funding will be: Cleveland, $3,703,307; 
Colum bus, $1,015,176; 
C incinnati, 
$1,832,790; Dayton, $1,212,930; Akron, 
$1,141,160 and Toledo, $958,749.
